LAKE JACKSON, Tex. (AP) 
— The FBI said today two 
armed hijackers have agreed to 
give up three hostage steward­ 
esses and their ransom money 
in exchange for a private plane 
with an agent-pilot.

Two armed hijackers who re­ 
ceived a cash ransom and an 
escape plane flew to a small 
Texas 
airport 
from 
Phila­ 
delphia today. 
Two injured crewmen, 
one 
shot and the other badly beat­ 
en, left the Jet as it was sur­ 
rounded by authorities. 
The hijacking of the National 
Airlines 727 jet was one of two 
that began Wednesday night. 
The 
other 
hijacking 
was 
against American Airlines for a 
ransom of $550,000 but the lone 
hijacker gave up at Oklahoma 
City in the early morning.

The shotgun-wielding hijack­ 
ers of the plane in Texas took 
four National Airlines steward­ 
esses, a pilot and a flight engi­ 
neer from Philadelphia. "They 
demanded $600,000 ransom, but 
officials would not say how 
much was paid. 
The National Boeing 727 land­ 
ed at Brazoria County Airport, 
near Lake Jackson about 50 
miles south of Houston, the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis­ 
tration said. 
The pilot and flight engineer 
were taken to a local hospital, 
the latter with a gunshot wound 
in his side. It was not known 
immediately 
how 
he 
was 
wounded, or how the two crew­ 
men were gotten off the plane. 
The hijackers, who in. addi­ 
tion to sawed-off shotguns had 
a box they said contained a 
bomb, remained on board with 
three stewardesses. The fourth 
stewardess escaped, the FAA 
said, in a manner not known. 
The plane’s tires blew on 
landing, authorities said. 
Earlier police reported the 
tires were shot out. 
An i FBI spokesman at the 
scene said negotiations contin­ 
ued with the: hijackers. 
Asked if this meant the FBI 
would bring in new tires and 
jet fuel, the spokesman said, 
“If that’s necessary, we’ll do 
that.’’ 
The FBI agent, referring to 
the shortness of the runway, 
which is about 5,000 feet, said, 
“I’m no pilot but I’ve talked to 
several and they’ve said they 
wouldn't like to take it off." 
The pilot, identified as Nor­ 
man W. Reagan had suffered a 
fractured pelvis, broken wrists 
and. face bruiaes. The engineer 
was identified as Gerald Bea­ 
ver. 
In the American Airlines hi­ 
jack of a Dallas-bound jet, the 
lone gunman apparently aban­ 
doned a plan to try to escape 
by parachute and instead sur­ 
rendered meekly to a steward­ 
ess. 
He left behind the ransom 
package, which actually con­ 
tained less than half what he 
demanded, and the gun tunned 
out to .have been empty. 
The two hijackers of the Na­ 
tional plane out of Philadelphia 
released 111 passengers who 
endured nine hours of suffocat­ 
ing heat as the aircraft sat on a 
runway in Philadelphia Inter­ 
national 
Airport 
while 
FBI 
agents haggled with the gun­ 
men over details of delivering 
the ransom money and freeing 
the passengers. 
“A couple of people fainted,” 
said one passenger, Tom Her­ 
ring 'Of St. Louis. “I didn’t think, 
it was necessary to go through 
all the shennanigans with the 
heat the way it was.” 
The gunman in the second hi­ 
jacking, identified by the FBI 
as Melvin Martin Fisher, 49, of 
Norman, Okla., the father of 
five children, released the 51 
passengers aboard an Ameri­ 
can Airlines Boeing 727 after 
getting the ransom at Okla­ 
homa City’s Will Rogers World 
Airport early this morning. 
Fisher had boarded the Dal­ 
las-bound flight there' and took 
over the aircraft about a half- 
hour after it was in the air, or­ 
dering it to return to the air­ 
port. He demanded the money 
in $100 hills and a parachute, 
released the 
passengers and 
then ordered the plane to take 
off again. 
Crew members said Fisher 
ordered the pilot to several 
sites in Oklahoma City while 
apparently pondering a para­ 
chute escape, but finally de­ 
cided. against jumping and. sur­ 
rendered. 
'The plane returned to the air­ 
ports where FBI agents took 
Fisher off in handcuffs. Arnold 
C. Larson, 
special agent in 
charge of the FBI in Oklahmo 
City 
said 
Fisher 
would 
be 
charged with air piracy. 
One passenger, John Clark, of 
Dallas, said no metal detector 
was used to check passengers 
boarding the flight in Oklahoma 
City. 
Sarge Glenn, a deputy mar­ 
shal in Philadelphia said Na­ 
tional has no metal detection 
devices there. 
The National Airlines plane 
ran out of gas shortly after it 
landed in Philadelphia and then 
lost its electrical power, killing 
the air-conditioning. 
‘‘People are very, very sick,” 
a stewardess radioed the con­ 
trol tower. “You’ve got to do 
something.”

FBI today announced the arrest

Savings and Loan Association 
branch of more than $11,000 
June 29. 
The holdup of the branch, at 
one of the busiest northside In­ 
dianapolis intersections at Me­ 
ridian and 38th Sts., was one of 
seven in Indiana this year of fi­ 
nancial institutions insured by 
the federal government. 
Arrests have been made in 
three of the robberies. 
The FBI noted a marked de­ 
cline in bank robberies 
this 
year, compared with a record 
of 54 in Indiana last year. More 
than 40 of the holdups are listed 
as solved.

Robinson Out

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
Sen. George McGovern, climax­ 
ing his dramatic rise from po­ 
litical obscurity by winning the 
first-ballot nomination of a di­ 
vided Democratic party, was 
considering a broadening list of 
vice-presidential possibilities to­ 
day after Sen. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy rejected his bid. 
Soon after the votes of Illinois 
sent McGovern’s total soaring 
past the magic 1,509 mark in 
the jammed, brightly lit con­ 
vention hall, and. even before 
the official, result had. been an- 
n o u n c e d , Kennedy phoned. 
McGovern from Hyannis Port, 
Mass., to offer congratulations. 
During their 15-minute talk, 
McGovern offered Kennedy the 
No. 2 spot for the race against 
President Nixon. Kennedy re. 
jected it ‘‘for very real person­ 
al 
reasons,” 
according 
to 
McGovern spokesman Richard 
Dougherty. 
Earlier in the evening, Flori­ 
da Gov. Reubin Askew, another 
prime prospect, told McGovern 
through aides he didn’t want to 
be considered. 
McGovern 
aides 
said 
the 
nominee would make no an­ 
nouncement about a running- 
mate before midday. 
One close adviser said he felt 
the list of those under consider­ 
ation was expanding as the vic­ 
torious 
nominee 
sought 
the 
counsel 
of 
Sens. 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
and 
Edmund 
S. 
Muskie, 
his 
defeated 
rivals 
whose 
withdrawal 
from

promise of support from all the 
candidates, he had conquered, 
except Alabama Gov. George 
C, Wallace, But labor leaders 
in particular remained bitterly 
opposed to the senator, as did 
many delegates. 
One sign in the hall read: 
“McGovern Will Bomb—-in No­ 
vember.” 
Earlier in the evening, as the 
D e m o c r a t i c National Con­ 
vention proceeded through its 
rites of nomination, McGovern 
left his penthouse suite at a ho­ 
tel up the beach to tell antiwar 
demonstrators he stood by his 
pledge for total U.S. withdraw­ 
al from Indochina.

McGovern, ringed by security 
agents as he faced the noisy, 
shoving demonstrators who had 
occupied the lobby six hours 
earlier. 
After two straight all-night 
sessions, the climactic round of 
no in in.a ting speerhes proceeded 
swiftly,, with little sembla nee of 
the old-time hoopla and floor 
demonstrations. At last the roll

Jubilant 
McGovern 
workers, 
their long quest against what 
seemed

crowned at last with success, 
kissed and hugged one another. 
A third roar went up five 
minutes later as O’Brien de­ 
clared McGovern the party’s 
nominee and designated a com­ 
mittee to inform him of his des­ 
ignation. 
The 
committee 
is 
headed by Ribicoff, who nom- 
nated 
McGovern in a losing 
quest four years ago and again 
Wednesday night as “a candi­ 
date tuned to the challenges of 
the future.” 
When the roll of states was 
c o n c l u d e d , McGovern had 
1,728.35 votes — 219 more than 
he needed. After many votes 
had been changed, he wound up 
with 1,864.95. 
Behind him, in order, came 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, who in­ 
herited much of Humphrey’s la­ 
bor support, with 486.65; Wal­ 
lace 377.50; Rep. Shirley Chi­ 
sholm 101.45; former Gov. Ter­ 
ry Sanford of North Carolina 
69.5; Humphrey 35; Rep. Wil­ 
bur D. Mills of Arkansas 32.9; 
Muskie 
20.8;

Bitter Hassle Splits Indiana Delegation 


MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP) - 
While other states were chang­ 
ing their votes to give Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
nominee 
'George McGovern, more votes 
early today, Indiana's delega­ 
tion was involved in a 40-min­ 
ute hassle triggered by a chal­ 
lenge to the state’s primary 
election law. 
T w o 
women 
from 
In­ 
dianapolis challenged the offi­ 
cial 
tally 
reported 
by 
state 
Chairman Gordon St. Angelo, 
who listed them for George C. 
Wallace because the outcome of 
the primary required them to 
vote for the Alabama governor. 
Betty Joan Hinman and Lenna 
Christ said they were elected 
by the 6th congressional district 
caucus as delegates for Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, and they 
would not vote for Wallace. 
The original tally reported by 
St. 
Angelo 
showed 
26 
for 
McGovern, 26 for Wallace, 20 
for Sen. Henry M. Jackson, two 
for Humphrey, one for Rap. 
Shirley Chisholm and one for 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 
Mrs. Hinman and Miss Christ 
formally challenged the report, 
and an official was sent from 
the platform to poll the Indiana 
delegates. 
The official first asked the 
delegation to go to a room off 
the 
convention 
floor, 
but 
changed the order because oí 
the confusion in the aisles. 
Many of the Indiana dele­ 


gates joined the confusion, mil­ 
ling 
around, 
gathering 
in 
groups and arguing. 
The chair called on Indiana 
several times, and St. Angelo 
continua fly apologized, for the 
delay. 
After some 4(1 minutes, the 
new 
tally 
was 
announced: 
McGovern 28, Wallace 25, Jack­ 
son 19, Humphrey 3 and Kenne­ 
dy 1.

The Indiana women's move, 
which came to light during a

gation, was bitterly denounced 
by St. Angelo.

In all major tournaments 
over recent months Nicklaus ei­ 
ther has led or shared first 
place from the start. These in­ 
cluded the Masters and U.S. 
Open, the first two titles he al­ 
ready has won on the road to 
the Grand Slam. The British 
Open and th» American PGA 
next month would complete Us 
greatest ambition. 
“I know t can play better 
than I did in the opening round 
here,” Jaek said. 
“My swing ian’t far off what 
it should 'be. It’s a matter of 
timing. Maybe I’ll do a little 
more practice.” 
Defending champion Lee Tre­ 
vino was one stroke behind 
Nicklaus with a par 71, along 
with South Africa's Gary Play­ 
er, bidding for Us third British 
Open crown.

Brown, coach of the Cincin­ 
nati Bengals, says the pro 
teams put their interests in 
jeopardy when they expose 
prize rookies to the chance of 
injury in the game, not to men­ 
tion the time the first-year 
players lose from pro training 
camps. 
“I don’t see where any of our 
kids have any obligation” to 
the All Star game, Brown told 
a group of sports writers 
Wednesday. 
Brown noted that at the last 
NFL meetings he voted, to with­ 
draw from affiliation with the 
All Star game. Some other foot­ 
ball executives “came up to me 
afterward and asked why I 
didn't tell them what I planned 
to do,” he said, indicating they 
agreed with his view. 
Brown noted three Bengal 
rookies will play in the all star 
contest later this month in Chi­ 
cago. 
“Say Sherman. White—a. de­ 
fensive end from. California 
who was the Bengal’s top draft 
choice—gets hurt there and can 
no longer play,” Brown said. 
“Considering the bonus and 
salary he would get... say 
they—the games’ sponsors—are 
willing to stand for $25,000, hut 
we may be stuck for $50,000.” 
The NFL operates on renew­ 
able two-year contracts with 
the Tribune Charities. A rookie 
who is selected for the game 
and already has signed a pro 


contract, Brown said, must 
play In the charity game. 
An unsigned rookie, selected 
for the contest, may decline to 
participate hut is not allowed to 
take part in his -pro team’s 
drills until after the All Star 
game. 
Brown, speaking two days be­ 
fore the scheduled opening of 
Bengal summer drills in nearby 
Wilmington, Ohio, also criti­ 
cized the use of the FBI in in­ 
vestigation of an alleged at­ 
tempted sale of a Los Angeles 
play book last week. 
The FBI, called into the case

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For the child who has everything, how 
about a Christmas visit to Conner Prairie 
Pioneer Village? 
Earlham College, the proprietor, al­ 
ready is planning to show what Christ­ 
mas used to be like, on the three week­ 
ends before the holiday. Time flies for the 
Quaker folk, like everybody else. 
The old fashioned Fourth of July cele­ 
bration at the village was a boo'ining suc­ 
cess in spite of rain. That was planned 
for months, too. 
The village on Indiana 37A, between 
Indianapolis and Noblesville, may be­ 
come one of the biggest tourist attrac­ 
tions in Indiana. The village site has a 
breathtaking view of the White River 
Valley. 
The effect isn’t hurt by the fact that 
some of the old log cabins originally 
stood in Brown County and near Carmel. 
The center of interest for Hoosier his­ 
tory buffs is William Conner’s brick 
house, right where he built it in 1823. 
The trip-giving parent, or uncle, or 
neighbor can take a child by the hand 
and say, “You’re standing in a historic 
spot which illustrates a rule I want you 
to remember ; Whenever you get into any 
kind of deal whatever, put it m writing.’^’ 
The child probably will forget the ad­ 
vice in the excitement of seeing a weasel 
(yarn measure pop hit a wooden peg), 
the origin of the song, “Pop CJoes the 
Weasel.’’ 
William and his brother John, prind- 
pals on the stoiy you may not get around 
to telling, were traders with the pre- 
Indiana Indians William on the upper 
White River and John in the Whitewater 
Valley. 
Their parents were adopted members 
of the Shawnee tribe and the boys were 
reared among Indians in Ohio and Michi­ 
gan. 
William married Mekinges, daughter 
of Chief Anderson of the Delawares, and 
his brother married another Delaware 
girl. Crowded out of the East, the Dela­ 
ware had settled between the two forks 
of White River by sufferance of the more 
aggressive Miamis. 
William and Mekinges lived for 18 
years in their double log cabin residence- 
trading post and had six children. 
About the 16th year of their marriage, 
the Delawares yielded their land to the 
United States in the 1818 Treaty of St. 
Mary’s. William was an interpreter. 
No less an authority than Jonathan 
Jennings, Indiana’s first governor, said 
the Delawares couldn’t have been strip­ 
ped of their land without the help of the 
Conners. 
The Delawares had until 1821 to go 
West but most of them gathered at the 
Conner cabin in late summer of 1820 and 
departed. Mekinges and her six children 
went wtih them, herding 60 ponies pro­ 
vided by William. 
William Conner’s partner, William 
Marshall, also had a Delaware wife but 
he went west of the Mississippi with her. 
is separatio 
One version of this separation is that 
Mekinges had to go because she was a 
chief’s daughter and was bound ^ tribal 
law to stay with her people. There is 
some evidence that her husband tried to 
persuade her to stay in Indiana. 
Whatever the situation may have been 
when the Delawares put their X ’s on the 
treaty and quickly departed, the fact re­ 
mains that William married a white girl, 
Elizabeth Shapman, a couple of months 
after the tribe rode off into the sunset. 
William and his new wife had met that 
spring in Connersville. She and her step­ 
father had moved to his neighborhood 
that summer. 
Maybe William Conner was an appeal­ 
ing, grief-stricken figure after losing his 
first family. 
Factually, he and his new wife built 
the brick house a mile downstream from 
the old trading post and ultimately had 
10 children. 
William became enormously wealthy 
for the period, co-founded Noblesville, 
sat in the Indiana Legislature three 
terms and owned stores, mills, distilleries 
and rich land. He had pieces of toll roads, 
canals and railroads. 
And here comes the pitch for the sug­ 
gested Conner Prairie slogan “Put it in 
writing,’’ if it hasn’t come already. 
There was a ^eal in the Treaty of St. 
Mary’s that homesteaders’ land would be 
reserved for them. Somehow. William 
Conner’s home tract w.as. overlooked. He 
was assured the government would make 
adjustments later. 
The government didn’t get around to 
giving him title to the land until 37 
years later — three months before he 
died at the age of 78.

YOU SHOULD INVESTIGATE ARLINGTON CHRISTIAN CHURCH

As this is being written, the 
Democratic Party’s National 
Convention is meeting at Miami 
Beach. That group will be fol­ 
lowed shortly by the Republican 
Party's National gathering in 
the same hall and in the same 
city. 
It seems as if it doesn’t mat­ 
ter too much if you are a Demo­ 
crat or a Republican as far as 
the business of your convention 
is concerned. There are three 
main items of business at each 
convention. The first concerns 
credentials. Does your delega­ 
tion get seated or not? The sec­ 
ond item on the agenda is the 
platform. What are the issues 
your party is going to be sup­ 
porting in this election year? 
Finally, and of the most interest 
to the average American, are 
the nominations. Who is going 
to be nominated for President 
and Vice President by the two 
major parties and how many 


ballots will it take to got them 
nominated? 
It is interesting that religious 
business has on its docket the 
same three items for considera­ 
tion by the delegates to the con­ 
tinuing convention of life. Cre­ 
dentials are important. Just who 
is going to be seated in God’s 
kingdom? There are those who 
believe that they qualify be­ 
cause their church ‘is the only 
true New Testament Church.” 
Others wish to become dele­ 
gates because of all the good 
deeds they do. Also there are 
those who plead that they be­ 
long to the right church. How­ 
ever, this convention’s rules re­ 
quire that to be eligible for a 
scat, one’s credentials must be 
held in the name of Jesus 
Christ. As long as your official 
papers are signed and sealed in 
His name, you may be seated in 
this convention. 
Then there is also the fight for 
the convention's platform. How 
do we stand on the issues of 
faith, love, works and all the 
others which make us Christians 
in this convention? One man 
may address the convention to 
inform it that good holy lives 
count and should be part of the 
platform. Another may rise to 
insist that ritual and member­ 
ship should be an important 
plank in the platform. He may 
say that the delegates must in­ 
sist that some ritual such as 
Baptism or Holy Communion 
must be administered to the peo­ 


ple to begin their relationship to 
Jesus Christ. Another speaker 
may stress faith in this Christ 
as the all important plank in the 
platform. When the platform is 
finally written, it will be found 
that his plea has been adopted. 
The document will state “Be­ 
cause of His kindness you have 
been saved through trusting 
Christ. And even trusting is not 
of yourselves; it too, is a gift 
from God. Salvation is not a re­ 
ward for the good we have done, 
so none of us can take any credit 
for it. It is God himself who has 
made us what we are and given 
us new lives from Christ Jesus.” 
As its third item on the dock­ 
et, the convention will finally 
select its nominee for Saviour. 
A poll of these delegates indi­ 
cate that Jesus Christ, of Nazar­ 
eth, Galilee will be nominted on 
the first ballot. He has over­ 
whelming support in this con­ 
vention and apparently the other 
candidates have dropped out of 
the running. His twelve floor 
managers have insisted all along 
that there is no other candidate 
this year. 
This thirty-three year old can­ 
didate has been campaigning 
for some time. He has spoken all 
over the country. His major 
promise is to give each one of 
His followers the gift of eternal 
life. Their only obligation to re­ 
ceive this gift is to give the nom­ 
inee their vote, then their un­ 
divided allegiance, after they

Erthel is the trade name for 
a new plant regulator (2-chtoro- 
etfayl) phosphoric add (common 
name is ethephon), manufac­ 
tured by Amchera Products, 
Inc. When applied as a foliar 
spray this chemical is absorbed 
and breaks down in the plant 
releasing ethylene, a ripening 
agent that occurs naturally in 
tomato fruits.

Students Find 
Skeletons At 
New Castle 


MUNCIE, Ind. — Ball State 
University archaeology students 
who have been digging into In­ 
diana’s past have 
unearthed 
skeleton of some of the area’s 
early residents while working at 
a site on the New Castle State 
Hospital Grounds. 
Working under the direction 
of Dr. B. K. Swartz. Jr., as­ 
sociate professor of anthropolo­ 
gy, the six field methods stu­ 
dents have uncovered 11 burial 
sites so far. About 15 skeletons 
have been found, all in shallow 
graves about three feet below 
the surface. 
Carbon - 14 tests, performed 
by the University of Georgia, 
place the bones at 635 A. D., 
plus or minus 105 years. Dr. 
John Meiser, assistant professor 
of chemistry at Ball State, will 
likely conduct additional carbon 
14 dating tests on the New Cas­ 
tle finds. 
Artifacts unearthedi with the 
skeletons in.cl.ude an, arrowhead 
and a major fragment of pot­ 
tery, both of which may help 
to culturally identify the Indian 
era. “Initially,” says Dr. Swartz 
“the find seems to verify our 
belief that the burials were 
made by the Indians of 'the late 
woodland period.” 
Skeletons removed from the 
New Castle site will be partial­ 
ly assembled for measurement 
purposes by Dr. Elizabeth Glenn 
assistant professor of anthropolo 
gy. The measurements and other 
'studies will enable her to deter­ 
mine such things as age, sex 


and physical type.

Q.—In reading some instruc­ 
tions about putting on a stucco 
finish., I came across 'the term 
“scratch” coat. What does it 
mean?

Q.—I have to make a patch 
in our concrete driveway. How 
soon after the repair can the 
driveway be used?

Press it into 
the cement, flattening it out as 
much as possible but being 
careful not to break it. Spread 
more cement over the edges of 
the patch. 'The job is done. But 
some roofers feel that the patch 
gets better initial protection if 
it is. then covered with a. little 
dry sand. 
In making this repair, walk 
and move around, as though you. 
were 
stepping

and 
didn’t want to break them. Too 
often, 
a 
successful patch is 
made, only to have tht work-

Quarry Study 
May Help Clean 
Lake Michigan 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Three 
old limestone quarries near Ooli­ 
tic, in south central Indiana, are 
the unlikely sites for an ex­ 
periment 
which 
one 
day 
could help clean up Lake Mich­ 
igan, some 250 mile north. 
Dr. Jerry Hamelink. Purdue 
University assistant professor 
of forestry, has begun an ex­ 
periment in pesticide persist­ 
ence which, if it proves success­ 
ful will tell researchers how to 
clean up polluted waters. 
Hamelink, whose specialty is 
aquatic ecology, relates: 
“We are spending most cf our 
time trying to find out what con­ 
trols the persistence of com­ 
pounds like DDT in water, and 
why they stay in solution for 
such a long time. Initially, we 
thought that the type of mud 
was the controlling factor, but 
we now suspect that the most 
important influence may be the 
depth of the lake. 
"If this is true, perhaps we 
can begin to truly clean up Lake 
Michigan and reclaim other lak­ 
es that have been polluted by 
pesticides, heavy metals, etc.’’ 
Hamelink’s investigation site 
Is three huge limestone quar­ 
ries near Oolitic which form 
nearly perfect boxes of water, 
averaging 50 feet deep, sur­ 
rounded by sheer rock. 
“The water is the clearest and 
purest we have ever found,” 
Hamelink noted. 
Hamelink and fellow research­ 
ers will add various chem­ 
icals and salts to the water, 
follow their fates and the times 
of distribution, and analyze the 
time it takes for the chemicals 
to be changed by the mud. After 
this analysis is completed, they 
will study various means of de­ 
contaminating the water to re­ 
turn it to its pure state 
Hamelink will be testing two 
theories of the persistence of 
pesticides in water. 
He explains: “In the first 
theory the factor which controls 
the persistence, or the rate of 
peseicide loss from the water is 
the transfer of the chemicals 
from the water to the bottom 
mud. If this is true, then persis­ 
tence will depend on the rela­ 
tive amount of mud available 
to absorb pesticides. Thus, per­ 
sistence would be longer in a 
deep lake which has more water 
in relation to bottom area.” 
“The other theory, the chem­ 
icals are thought to reach an 
equilibrium, or steady-state, be­ 
tween the water and mud.” 
The project is funded through 
the Purdue Water Resources Re­ 
search Center, with assistance 
from Union Carbide. 
Working with Hamelink are 
Miss Carole Lembi, Department 
of Botany and Plant Pathology; 
Lee Sommers, Department of 
Agronomy; Ron Wavbrant, For­ 
estry; Phillip Yant, Biology, and 
Wayne Kessler, Department of 
Bionucleonics.
